2. Asphalted road 5-6 meters wide. Completed in 1953. Heavy truck traffic 
of trucks supplying the construction area. 

3. Poslolok Shkolniy or Tridsat 1 She s toy Kvartal . Building of this settlement 
began in the last couple of years. Houses are mostly two or three stories, 
either of red brick or painted white. They are for workers and employees 
of the newly constructed factories in that area. Presently occupies an 
area of half a kilometer. It is planned to have it extend toward the 
aton^j>l<^#k and Omsk until it joins with both. Only partly finished and at 
the rate it is being built it will take at least two more years to complete 
it. 


4. Irtysh River. Six km. from Posiolok Shkolniy and 14 km. from Qmskstroy. 

5. Chetvertoye Lagernove Otdeleniye Omskstroya (4th camp section of Omskstroy). 
Consists of lo-12 one-story wooden barracks. About 1000 prisoners.
